Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a portable battery operated ionizer as 
claimed by Applicant in claim 1 or a battery operated portable ionizer as claimed by Applicant in 
claims 12 and 24. 

3. Lau utilizes an intermittent high-voltage potential across the first and second electrode 
arrays. Lau does not utilize an output capacitor means. It is only through the pulse of power 
being on or off that the high voltage is intermittent, not through use of an output capacitor 
means. Also, the flexible cord of Lau is not referenced to be conductive. The cord is merely 
disclosed to be a flexible cord.
